1, Forwarded herewith arc dollar and position estimates 
(Attachments A and B respectively) for the Office of Special Activitie s, 
Fiscal Years 1965 through 1970. These estimates arc based on the 
following assumptions: 

a. Project IDEALIST will continue as an operational 
project through Fiscal Year 1970 at approximately the .--.one 
level of effort that exists today. It is. expected that sometime 
during this time period enemy air defenses will preclude 
utilization of the vehicles whore presently employed, however, 
they will be used at other locations in the world where over- 
flights aro required to obtain critical intelligence information. 

b. Project OXCART will be operational in the Far East, 
through Fiscal Year 1970, in accordance with the following 
time schedule: 

Phase I - September 1965 — Sixty (6 0) day staging 
capability, twice a year, from 

Phase II - February 1966 -- Sixty (60) day staging 
capability, twico a year, plus SKYLARK capability at
